April 11 a railroad was completed with Ceiba as its terminus. This 
railroad extends 25 miles into the cultivated districts of the neighbor- 
ing territory and, with various auxiliary lines into the adjacent farms, 
traverses in its route several towns, villages, and settlements. This 
will bring the inhabitants of these places into close communication 
with this port, and therefore the health conditions of all towns along 
the railroad will, in a measure, contribute to similar conditions exist- 
ing in Ceiba. No passenger service has been instituted on this road. 
Such a service will shortly be installed.
